This evening the s'aff of the McGill 
Daily assembles jr. the Tea, Room of 
the Union to hear ar. address on 
Journalism delivered by Mr. George 
P Wright, acting editor of the Mont- 
real "Star," authority on foreign pol- 
itics, and noted contributor to many 
magazines. 

Mr. Wright his often delighted stu- 
dents at previous staff meetings with 
his speeches, wh ch are always rich 
in witticism as well as instruction. 
He has worked as a journalist n 
many parts of Canada, though Mont- 
real has been his home for many 
years, as editorial writer for the 
"Star."

D URING his term of office as president of the Students council last year, 
Errol Amaron always actively advocated that McGill should become 
"a singing university He believed that individual and group singing of all 
kinds was not sufficiently indulged in at McGill, and he endeavoured to 
stimulate interest in this direction. Certainly some results of this policy 
can be seen, but McGill has not yet reached the stage where It can ho called 
"a singing university". We wonder, rather, if it might almost fairly ho 
termed "a dramatic university." 

Certainly the interest in all phases of the drama has become decidedly 
pronounced during the past two or three years. There are now a number 
of dramatic organisations working side by side, but each in their own way 
and each in their own direction, and each with a sufficiently largo body of 
supporters to keep them in action. In fact (here are always numerous appli- 
cations for every available position, and many, even now, find it difficult to 
find a. suitable means of displaying iheir dramatic ability. 

Conceived, composed and staged entirely by undergraduates, the Ued 
and White Krvue affects probably a larger number of students than any 
other of the dramatic organisations, li offers a chance for the display of a 
if talent, not only in acting, but also in composition and dl- 
er.ly a comparatively new organization, and the in- 
i: ,s one instar.ee ot how attention at McGill is being

The McGill Operatic and Choral Society, -which .s staging Gilbert and 
Sullivans opera "LV.antbc" at His Majesty's Theatre the latter part of this 
work, is nr. ambitious and progressive organisation which has only been 
active for ".lie pas: two years. Last year's production of "Tom Jones" .and 
xhe forthcoming one of "lolanthe" were difficult undertakings for so young 
an organisation. But the success which has been achieved helps to justify 
the claim the: McGill is becoming "a dramatic university". 

It was only las: year and directly as a result of the construction of Moyse 
Theatre, that the English Department .r. the Faculty of Arts took up the 
serious instruction of the drLtua. The Ftrst Shepherds' Play and "Trelaw- 
ncy of the Weils" were offered las: year, while the Second Shepherds' Play, 
put on by the treshman class, had several performances this year, and the 
department will offer as its major production "3esui Stratagen" at the end 
,ud..this month. These plays and the facilities available in Mcyse Theatre 
have stimulated much interest :r. the drama recently. 

Then^herr is the TUeycrs' Club, which has been in existence for a num- 
ber of years., but which still has at active foil-owing and which still main- 
tains a high standard in its productions. 

East year the French Department turned .:s attention to the drama and 
offered selections drum two famous French plays, acted by members of the 
stall of tin- dep; 

dramatics. and their annual presentation in the form of short plays will take 
place in the near future. 

The Delta Sigma Society of F-.V.c.. shows its interest In the drama 
through the playt staged by the various claeses each year; while the annual 
K.Y.C. Stunt Night is a performance which might be classed under the same 
general head under discussion. 

All these activities Illustrate the attention which various pauei of the 
drama are being given at McGill. Tiie marked increase in interest shown 
in -the past two or three years is to some extent to be attributed to the erec- 
tion of Moyse Theatre, which supplied much-needed facilities, to some ex- 
tent to active executives at the headr of the various organisations, and to 
some extent to a general upward trend of interest which 1 e difficult to explain. 

But despite all thlE activity, there does not appear to be any over-crowd- 
ing, as evidenced by the fact that Inert art always more than enough candi- 
dates lor every position, interest in dramatics seems to have reached a very 
high peak, and now if ever McGill deserves :iit title of 'a dramatic university."

For if ever the atmosphere of a 
country breathes from a book, it 
breathes from The Book of Ultima 
Thul*. The author's purpose "to seize 
and reveal the spirit of the place." Ills 
one aim “the praise of Nova Scotia" is 
the key-note of the book. "Old Prov- 
ince Tales" and "Sagas of the Sea", 
to mention only two of his previous 
works, liad the same inimitable styie 
and beauty of language, the same ar- 
tistic arrangement and treatment of 
material, the same ability to vivify ami 
dramatize: but they dealt with Nova 
Scotia's historic past, with stories of 
adventure, of murder and piracy on 
the high seas, of duels on land, and of 
heroic deeds done by her merchant- 
men and fishermen.

ltiit adventure was never more than 
one aspect of the life of the province.

As far aa it goes, how- 
avor, It amply fulfill» his ambition "to 
seize and reveal the spirit ot tho 
place".

Mr. Mar.Meo- 
huu thinks thul the enjoyment of wild-

pint of the world, for ho discusses 
litem all In separate chapters. Sordid- 
lie»» lias no place ill Ills kindly, hum- 
orous iqdlmlnm. In dealing with such 
homely subject» his humor hus the 
gentleness of Goldsmith. Nor does he 
neglect iho history of Hie province. Hu 
never forgets that "Nova Scotia had 
Hie first newspaper, the first legisla- 
ture, Hie first university, the first 
provincial history, tho first famous 
writer, tho first literary movement in 
wliat is now i 'ana da".
